WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
Critics, of- gocrnmenl plainly 
have a vital role as our per- 
manent skeplics-in-resiUence, 
questioning everything keeping 
useful erub on the immense 
power of enlrenched authority. 
But who watches the critics to 
'keep them responsible? 

We are suffering one of the 
worst periods of verbal overkill 
in our history (studded' since 
Washington's day with political 
exaggeration). Beyond doubt a 



Americans, long inured to in- 
come tax chores this time of year, 
face a 'double dose of form fiHing 
this April. For this also happens to 
be a census year, with the national 
head-count officially, starting April 
I. 

Taking the statistical pufse of a" 
continental nation such as we are 
is. understandably, a major un- 
dertaking. At a cost expected to top 
$210 mjllipn. — about a dollar for 
every American head to be counted " 
— the effort will require some 120 
millibn'^foi-ms, an assemblage of 
modern data-processing equip- 
ment and 185,000 temporary 
workers. 

j Most of us, however, will never 
see a census taker, unless the 
mailman can qualify. In- most, 
cases, households will receive 
form? by mail, with completion and 
speedy return entirely on the honor 
system. Most of us draw the short 
form, 23 questions requiring about 
15 minutes to complete. Some, one 
out of every five households, will be 
receiving more . detailed 
questionnaires^however; — am- 
plifying data in the basic forms but 
still laking up only some 30 minutes 
of the householder's time. 

Even after weeding out queries 
on alimony, contraceptives, mental 
illness and other sensitive subjects 
which ran into press and 
congressionar fire, l^erie are still 

some complaints that..,, Some 

questions, such as number and 
sharing of bathrooms, are 'an in- 
vasion of privacy. The census 
people, however,' hold all arc 
necessary in predicting the 
directions and needs of the national 
tomorrow. 

The census is both tabulator and 
a creator of change, the latter most 
directly in the political sphere. 
Distribution of seats In the House of 
Iteprcsen tat Ives Is determined 'by 
the census and although Uie formal 
count has yet to start', the results 
already appear fairly' sure. 
California, which picked up eight 



new seats in the 1960 census', shoula 
add six more, moving into first 
place \vith 44. Long-dominant New 
York will drop from 41 to 40. Other 
gainers are expected to be Florida 
(two seats f. Arizona, Texas, 
Massachusetts and New Jersey 
(one each). Likely losers, in ad- 
dition to New York, appear to be 
Ohio and Pennsylvania (two each), 
Illinois, Michigan, Iowa, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin (one each). 
, Determinlng"House membership- 
was the original purpose of the 
census, as authorized in Article I. 
Section 2, of the Constitution, The 
first, count was taken in 1790. What 
with a population largely scattered 
through wilderness and pooi* 
communications, the returns 
weren't in until March of 1792. They 
showed a. tot^l population oT 
3,929,214 and a getieration split that 
makes our own look like no contest. 
"Free white males under 16 years" 
almost balanced the generations 
over ie, ^t-8p2,127 to 813,365. White 
females — all ages — totaled 
1,556, 52H; "all other free persons," 

From its year-to-year rough 
check on population growth,, the 
Census Bureau estimates wc 
numbered 204,334,344 ^-at the. 
beginning of 1970, about 25 million 
more than at the -^itart of 1960. The 
final figure is expected to be 
siibstantially ahead of the 
-estimate. It always is. But 
whatever it turns but to be, ft will 
be'all Americans, except. for the 
small numbers of resident aliens. 

But in the. Soviet" Union, where 
this is also a census year, the count 
is.expccted lo show Russians are no 
longerja majority, outnumbered by 
more than a hundred other ethnic 
groups in a now estimatell 
population of 24i million. And tliul 
is likely to be of considerably 
greater official concern, and irii- 
pacl on the national tomori'ow, 
titan any question of ours on 
bathrooms or any other subject'

Dennis L. Pratt, director of 
the Senior Citizens Agency, said 
the Home Health Service 
program is in operation 
elsewhere in Idaho, biit has not 
yet been implemented in Magic 
Valley. It must be administered 
by a local agency, such'as a 
hospital or through the county 
welfare facilities, Mf. Pratt 
said. The administrator has not 
been determined In M'aglc 
Valley at the present umc, 
however. 

Representatives from Blue 
Cross, which administers the 
Medicare program, and other- 
Insurance carriers will be on 
hand to explain the program, 
' Mr. Pratt said. All senior 
citizens and others interested In 
the program should attend, as 
community interest is essential 
for the program to be initiated. 

The Home Health Service 
program is designed to sup- 
plement the Medicare program, 
taking up where the Medicare 
coverage leaves off. It would 
include nursing care on a 
limited basis, physical, oc- 
cupational OF speech therapy 
and other therapeutic services.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Re- 
publicans are Ioaded\with funds 
-for thts year's elecUon cam- 
paigns, with the pro ise of more 
.coming in, and they, are not out_ 
to make things any easier for 
Democrats, who are loaded 
with debts. ■ 

But It might cause President 
Nixon some embarrassment, If 
he should veto a bill to limit, 
cniiipaign spending for political . . 
broadcast time In federal 
elections.' 

The story goes back 10 years, 
when John F, Kennedy and 
Nixon .were running for pres- 
ident. 

Congress suspended the so- 
catlud equal time provision of 
the Federal Communlcallon Act 
to enable broadcasters to make 
availabte free time for Kenne* 
dy-Nixon debates in IKO* 
wlthout doing 'the same for 
fringe candidates. 

In 1904 when President 
Lyndon B, Johnson was rimnlng 
for election, and In 1066 when 
most people expected him to, 
similar legislation was twttled 
hp quietly In Congress. 
No Desire (o Debate 

Johnson hud no desire to 
debute his opponents nor to 
grant them free broadcast tlnif 
to ci^mpulgn against him. 

Plonning for the 1972 eluc- 
tlons, Democrats started mov* 
int{ tliroui;h Congress a bill to 
repeal the equal lime provision 
so that tlte major presidential 
cantlldutes would get some (roe 
broadcast llmo, 

In .Semite committee, the 
DeiiKicniLi wrote Into the t»lll h 
provision to make avnlliiblc to 
all candldiiten for public office 
-front town councilman to 



president— wholesale rates for 
political broadcast time. It 
would. go into effect this year. 

Some Republican as well as 
DemocrBtlcsenators,.cimcemed ' 
over soaring costs of election 
campaigns, endorsed the com- 
mittee provision, 

But GOP endorsement turned 
out -to be premature. Republi- 
can Leader Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania made tleor later 
that he was opposed and would 
try to stop the bill. He said the 
Democrats were trying to get 
tiy law what they could- not 
obtain through voluntary action. 

Would Limit Spendtng 
When Uic bill reached the 
Senate Inoor, the Democrats 
amcniJed it with a third 
provlslon-to Ifmlt broadcast 
spending .for candidates for 
federal office to an amount 
equal to 7 cents per vole based 
on the total vote for that office 
in the last election. 

With the GOP campaign 
treasury wcU-flllcd. Republi- 
cans opposed the amendment 
but it passed In the Senate, 50 
to .'(5. 

Republican National Charir- 
mnn Rogers C, R, Morton 
deAouneed the umviidniciit uti u 
possible unconstitutional re- 
striction on the right of political 
candidates to commiinlcale 
with the voters.

On Autos In Beautiful Yosemite Valley

YOSEMITE NATIONAL 
PARK, Calif. (UPI) - Prior to 
- 1913-any automobile foiititl in 
Yosemite" Niilional Piirk was 
iinpoundet) and cliained to a 
tree. 

Since then the automobile has 
become king here, as it has 
'throughout most of the rest of 
these affluent United States. 

But its noisy, contjestivc. 
smog-produciny reign may be 
nearing an end. 

A parK service plan'' now 
under consideration calls for a 
total ban oh private vehicles in 
the park's main tourist attrac- 
tion—beautiful Vosenlite Valley 
itself. I 

Bumper-to-U'umper traffic and 
all that goes with it has been a 
cause of growing concern for 
several years here— a place 



where , man is supposed to be 
able ' to get away from the 
frustrations of urbanization and 
see nature in the raw. 

A tourist from New York City 
remarked several years ago 
that parts of Yosemite Valley 
reminded him of Broadway and 
44lh Street. 

Since then the problem has' 
become ' even more' acute as 
more and more visitors pile in 
to see the wonders of this 
glacier-carved valley with, its 
sparkling waterfalls showering 
down from the tops of 
mountains cut In half by the ice 
age. 

But people themselves are 
not the problem, says park 
service planner Ronald Morti- 
more, so long as they leave 
Ihctr cars behind. 



"We feel we can handle many 
more people in the valley and 
give them a much better 
experience by removing their 
cars,*' he said. 

The bold plan, which is one of 
several under coiislderation to 
end congestion throughout the 
park, calls for visitors^ to leave 
their cars at a staging area' at 
Big Meadow. Inside the park 
but several miles west of the 
mouth of the canyon-like valley. 

They then would take a aft- 
minute ride on an inexpensive 
.transit system into the valley 
where the\ ' oiild hike, bicycle 
or take train Jours, 

Present camping facilities 
would remain [or those who 
wished to bring their gear with 
them. 

The kind of transit system to 



be used has not been deter- 
mined but Mortimore said if 
probably would be a rail 
system . 

Park Information offi(%r l^r- 
ry Quist emphasized that the 
auto ban is a long way off— 
prot>ahly '10 years—and is not 
^ct a certainty. The plan co'nics 
up for a public review soon. 

Mortimore said that, as of 
now. there is no . meaningful 
cost estimate' for such a 
project. 

But the (act remains that 
something must be done to cut 
down on the' ever increasing 
number ot vehicles which choke 
the roads circulalirii;; through 
the 10-mile square valley. 

There wore an ealiiftatcd 
20,000 vehicles ui Uie area 
during the threeKlay Memorial 



Day weekend last year. 

Last summer this reporter 
waited nearly 20 minutes to 
walk across a traffic clogged

Currently, the local inventor 
has three new ideas he has put 
into reality and has obtained 
patents or patent pendinjj status 
for them. One is li ^ small 
household K^d^ct he calls the 
Siintt^iry Closet Vacuum. It 
tjikes little imagination to know 
some of the cornmelits he has 
received when explaining his 
invention to friends and 
associates. Undaunted, he 
believes it has great 
possibilities and may become a 
Standard item in modern homes 
in the immediate future. 

Tlie innovation consists of a 
small vacuum head which at- 
taches to a standard toilet bowl 
rim and comprctely eliminates 
all bathroonr odors.

It can be 
operated either by push button 
or by an electric eye which Oan 
be left in operation to 
automatically turn the vacuum 
on . as soon as an individual 
breaks the beam by entering.the 
room_and .sitting down.

RUPERT — A step towards 
cleaning up Ruper.t city streets, 
has. t>een taken by the city 
council, which this week passed 
Ordinance concerning 
consumption of beer on city 
streets or sidewalks. 

The ordinance was instigated 
by councilman Bill Whittom, 
after an incident Involving a 
city policeman and a "beer- 
drinking" stranger. The 
stranger reportedly asked ttie 
patrolman to "hold his can of 
beer while he looked for his 
identification." 

Whittom, who is com- 
mitteernan over streets and 
garbage, took several personal 
tours of various city areas and 
noted that a large percent of 
litter, especially around the-clty 
square, is composed of beer 
cans and bottles, some broken. 
He noted that these items are 
almost impossible for the 
Commercial, city sweeper to 
clean up because they roll in 
front of the unit instead of 
getting picked up. 

The ordinan£e_make5_iL 
unla^vful for having an open 
beer container in a parked 
vehicle, because Whittom said 
the drinker usijally opens the 
car door and discards con- 
tainers near the curb. 

He noted ttie state regulates 
liquor, but it is up to cities to 
pass ordinances controlling 
■consumption of beer. 

Whittom said this~ ordinance 
won't affect picnics or outings In 
the city or city parks, with the 
exception of the city square. 

Whittom maintains that these . 
public locations are not the 
"proper place for consumption. 
He rapped persons seen 
carrying beer containers in the 
viciMty of the theater and civic 
building, "which is a gatlierlng 
place for our youth."

WENDELL - Very few 
Junior high school students have 
the opportunity to learn pottery 
making, wood carving, copper 
and leather work, all In the 
same year and on an elective 
basis. ■ ■ 

With new do-il-yoursclf trends 
now In . the lime Jlght, the 
Wendell school system has gone 
modern. Through the arts and 
crafts class taught by John 
Parke, the students are turning 
out ceramics, pottery, picture 
frames and many other useful 
items and at the same time 
learning an artistic new talent. 
Popularity of the class Is at- 
tested to by the fact about 40 per 
cent of the enrollment or 53 
students participate' from 
seventh and eighth grades. 

Beginning at the opening of 
the first seniester, the class 
takes students through 
numerous types of art work. 
They have already completed 
projects in copper, leather 
tooling, paper mache, plaster of 
paris. wood carving and picture 
framing. 

Currently they are making 
pottery. Clay has been obtain«d 
from Aldrich and Di Bowler of 
the Snake River Pottery Co., 
Hagcrman. Not only are they 
learning how to make pottery 
but they have had to Improvise 
their own equipment. 

A potters wheel now In use in 
the class was a one-half horse 
power motor taken from an old 
1527 bomber and purchased by 
the students from a' surplus 
store. The studentij assembled 
the two wheels and the school 
board authorized purchase of a 
portable kiln capable of tlrUig 
pottery to 2.000 degrees FH. 

When not using the potters' 
wheels the students make 
pottery articles by the "pinch 
pot method." For this, they use 
lava rocks of various stzei and 
fit the bowls, .cups and other 
articles on these by hand. After 
being sh.iped and fired, the 
pottery is ^azcd and fired 
again. 

One of the more popular Items 
the Wendell Junior High School 
students are maUng ls the 
square cup for "squares." 

Most of the Items being made, 
whether tliey are tooth pick 
holders or salad bowls are 
suitable for home use. 
. Students spend about two 
weeks In each of the art 
mediums and In some may 



work as long as a month ac- 
cording to their degree of in- 
terest and proficiency. 

Psychidelic art studies in- 
volved wate^ coloring and wood, 
carvings included the making of 
m.isks common in primitive 
art. .Sonic of these, mounted on 
wooden blocks are on display in 
the school library. 

School officials say they feel 
they arc on the right track in 
current school trends. Gov. Don 
Samuelson has recommended 
the State Board of Education do 
everythinf" within its means to 
promote this type of work for 
Idaho schools to encourage 
teachers and children to work 
with their iianda anil lo acquire 
skills that will continue to 
benefit them a,-; adults. ■

But turn a trained griffon 
loose at a water hole, or around 
a lake or stream, and watch 
out! This imgalnly seeming pet 
turiw speedy retriever, leaping 
Into the water with abandon and 
bringing back- the bird un- 
duinuged. 

The breed originated In 
Holland, and many of the 



blooded dogs which can trace 
their ancestry back carry Dutch 
names. Breeder Larry Harkins, 
east of Twin Falls,' has three 
adult breeders, Mickey vom' 
Frledrlchthal, Auben vom 
NeUagram (called "Bennle by 
her family] and a recent Dutch 
Import, Arapahoe of Windy Hill. 

"Btnnie" was purchased by 
Mr. Harkins from another

This left a maximum of 
three for West and -Sidney 
assumed those three points 
were the king of hearts. If 
they vyeren't, the hand was 
going to make whatever 
Sidney did. unless West had 
led from a six-card suit; in 
which case either 'the ace or 
eight play would succeed. 

If West did hold the king. 
Sidney would set declarer 
one trick less if the opening 
suit were a six-carder, the 
same number of tricks if it 
were a five-carder, but if the 
. load were from four to the 
king, as it was. Sidney's play 
would win and the ace play 
would lose.

Benjamin Spock, has just 
written a new book called 
"Decent and Indecent — Our 
Personal and Political Behav- 
ior." The book had only been 
on stores' shelves a few hours 
when an indignant Philadel- 
phia woman charged back to 
where she had earlier made 
her purchase and indignantly 
demanded her money' back: 

"I raiccd my Arnold on Doctor 
Spock'a . theories. I agreed whole* 
henrtcdly wltK his aenttments about 
ending the war in Vietnam. I wept 
with joy when his indictment for 
" hclpinff others to copo with the draft 
waa overturned. But this ia juat too 
much! My (Toodncas, there's a new 
Doctor Spock — he's a sexual reac- 
tionary, and he favors hypocritical 
enslavement of women!" 

She then ahowod the atartled sales- 
lady aeveral soctions of the book' that 
had enraged her: .

Spock's FAleral indictment fol- 
lowed the so-called "Whitehall Caper" 
in Now York City, Accused of abet- 
ting draft resistance, he brought his 
case to (-(lurt l»y brouklng through ,a 
poKco line that was formed to pro- 
tect the Whitehall military Induction 
center from a demonstration. 

"It bagan/' ho sold, "when I 
tupped a policeman on the Hhuuldor 
nnd sold, 'lOxcuno mti, 1 want to break 
through your 'line to commit civil 
disobedience. .,.'"' 

The rest is recent history. Spock, 
with others, wuh tried and convicted. 
Hut his wan subsequently acquitted 
iif the chnrges.

>■ revolution only under extreme situa- 
tions — if the President abrogated 
the Constitution. He Is against ob-. 
Hcenity and br'utolity in books and 
movies ond especially In reality. He's 
against sexual promiscuity and warns 
ua th«t It produces a callousness that 
eventually blunts the sex experience. 
But ho thinks we'll eventually have 
to uccopt sincere, unmarried love.

A child's playthings i 
steppingstones to healt

The more objects he ia exposed to. the 
more "inputs" this wonderful infant of a 
"computer" will receive, the quidcer his 
senses develop. And the more confidence he 
builds in himself, the .more comfortable 
he feels in this brand-new world. 

So-called "mobiles," danfflinx conglomfr- 
mtions of misceUaneous items that hang 
from strings and balance one another and , 
sway in the breeze, can stimulate his sight 
with movement and color, his ears with 
tinkling sounds, and, if he can reach it, his. 
sertse of touch. 

Goldfish can also be an efTecUve sub- 
Btitute. They can be placed at the head of 
his bed, encouraging him to raise his head 
when on his stomach and exercise his neck 
and back muscles, and fascinate hfm with 
their colorful, rondom movements. 

When he ia old enough to ait u|i and., 
roach for things, objects of different sizes 
and shapes that he can pick up and handle 
—odd-shaped tqothqrs, multi-colored balls, 
rattles— delight him because these arc all 
new touch sensations. And It'Is a natural 
instinct to put any or all of them to his 
mouth not because he's hungry but be- 
cause the taate or the mjusaglng' of hJs 
gums is another now aonsa^ion. If the toys 
can be shaken to make noise, all the better, 
otherwise don't be surprised to see the 
child deliberately throw them to hoar the 
sound when they, hit. 

The next step in the development of a 
child, aided Immeasurably with thought- 
ful Boloction of toys, is when ho begins 
manipulating his environment not just to 
feed his senses but, to use his new-founil 
confldonco and exercise some power over 
his surroundings. "When he begins to 
crawl," says Dr. Salk, "his environment 
becomes a factor. lie lenrns ho can move 
around and manipulate the thinge around 
-him. He learns ho cun change his environ- 
ment and is not a prisoner of it. His play 
materials should bo something that ho can 
bundle and do nomothing with. " 

It Involves not just observing and ab- 
sorbing his stimuli but controlling It. 
He begins to push, pull, twist, turn, put 
one object on top of another, and tear them 
down again, and fit pieces together nnil 
take thorn apart, llo'a now at the stage 
when push-puit toys that make noise or 
strungo movements, blocks that flt to- 
gether In multi-colored patterns, or noise- 
making toys that can be hlt.'iind be mode 




to do something are all fascinating to him. 

About thia time, it often puzzles patents 
when the child is more fascinated by. say, 
the box a toy came in than he is in the toy 
itself. The box may be newer to him than 
the toy. It's a new texture he has never 
felt before, an:d he may be ih\e to tear it 
apart and make two pieces from one. 

Further development through toys be- 
gins when the child not only observes, then 
controls, his surroundings but creates - 
ideas of his own toward them. He is now 
at the age where he wants to use toys and 
other objects for a purpose. He begins to 
Hort, match, select, and At things toKcther. 

Hit also at thia period that painUt ami 
crayons and sand and water begin to 
fascinate him because he 'can construct 
things with them creatively. And rccoirni- 
tlon for hla artistic talents— essential for 
his growing confidence in himself — is vast- 
ly important. After drawing a picture or 
building a sand cantle, it's Instinctive for 
him to show it to aamcone, his mother or . 
father usually, for the muctf-nceded praine, 
"Sec what I did?" 

The period of imitation comes along, 
too, when girls mimic their mothers with 
dolls and toy dishes, and boys mimic their 
fathers with toy cars. 

liv. Salk intOrr^i'cls thin as a period 
when the child bosina to sgo results and 
becomes interented in working toward an 
end product.

'Dclicve it or not, I began to cook at the age of . 

seyen. Not because my mother made me, but 
Iwcause I wanted to.
